Tokyo, To-day. 

A message from Mukden states 
that a company of Japanege in- 
fantry suffered severely at Hsin- 
Min-tun, near Ta Hu-shan, last 
evening, at the hands of a large 
force of bandits. Reinforce. 
ments have been hurriedly des- 
patched from Mukden to the re- 
lief of the Japanese. 

The bandits attacked and des- 
troyed the power station at Pa 
Tao-hao,- thus, plunging Hsin- 
min, Ta ‘Hu-shan and Chin-chow 
into darkness, 

The Japanese casualties are 
reported to be 4 officers and 30 
men killed, while the remainder 
of the Company are wounded. 
The Japanese fought desperate- 
Ivy agninst overwhelming odds, 
for the bandits are said to have 
numbered about 5,000. 

Japanese armoured car, 
which was despatched to the as- 
sistance of the remnants of the 
Company desperately fighting 
the bandits, was derailed and 
overturned near Hsin Min-tun, 
where a section of the line had 
been removed by. the bandits.

British Economic Mission. 

And this brings'me to the recent 
British Economic Mission to the 
Far East. This was a mission of 
hard-headed business men. Its 
personnel included no idealist Uni- 
versity. professors, no atar-gazing 
educationalists, We did not invite 
the Mission to visit the University, 
but many of -its membérs came of 
their own accord—some more than 
once. Well-in their report the 
Commission have deplored the per- 
meation of Modern China by’ 
American culture as prejudicial to 
the ‘interests of British trade in 
China, They have, moreover, in- 
sisted that immediate steps should 
be taken to remedy this by increas- 
ing the number of Chinese students 
who pass from China to Univer- 
sities, “ Technical Institutes and 
workshops in Britain. I have bean 
asked what the University of 
Hong Kong can do about it. It is 
a cheap rejoinder to say “we told 
you so,” but as a fact if any one 
connected with this University 
ever ventured in the ‘course of the 
last seven years to say what the 
Trade Mission has now proclaim- 
ed, he was either ignored or.snub- 
bed. And yet a Liberal M.P. 
speaking in the House of Commons 
in°1924 in the course of the de- 
bate on the Chinese Indemnity 
(Application) Bill said:— 

.. “We know perfectly well that

‘A, disastrous fire broke out 
in the Furness Withy 
luxury motor-liner Bermuda, which 
was undergoing repairs at Messrs. 
Workman, Clark, and Co.’s yard at 
Belfast. The next day only the 
framework of the vessel was stand- 
ing, twieted out of recognition, 
while the remnants of the hull were 
still smouldering. A fire assessor 
who made a superficial examination 
estimated the damage at $1,750,000, 

Separate preliminary investiga- 
tions were carried out by ship- 
building experts and police officers 
with a view to discovering how the 
outbreak was caused and whether it 
was accidentnl. During the pre 
ceding six weeks there have been 
several minor outbreaks in the 
vessel, but these were caught in 
time. 

Every possible precaution was 
taken to sateguard the vessel. A 
member of the local fire brigade, 
Samuel Gorman, was in charge of 
twelve..members of the builders’ 
ataff, two being..on each of the six 
decks, so that. the whole vessel was 
being constantly patrolied., 

. The outbreak bad made consider: 
able headway. before it was dis- 
covered. It. orlginated in a room on 
the fifth deck, where a number of 
articles of furniture were stored 
before being placed in position ‘after 
the painting of the ship was finish- 
ed. * 

Men Rescued. 

Fireman Gorman made a desper- 
ate attempt to extinguish the flames, 
‘but was driven back by the heat and 
smoke and was rescued just in time, 
together with one of the civilian 
watchers who had gone to his assist- 
ance, by other firemen who had been 
summoned. By that time the whole’ 
of the middle part of the deck was 
involved, and before long the. fire- 
men, who wore gas-maska, were 
driven off. 

They then took up a stand fore 
and aft, a dozen hoses pouring 
water into the flames. As it was 
low tide the water available was not 
sufficient and steps had to be taken 
to add .to the supply. Several of 
the pumps were out of action for o 


every posatble angle. - 


safety by sliding down ropes to the 
wharf,. The danger to the firemen 
while on board was increased by. the 
explosion. of, scores of acetylene 
containers, used in connection with’ 
the repair work, ‘and oil tins. 
noise of the explosions alarmed the| "

‘The fire had such a. held that the 
huge : ‘amount of water poured on 
the ship;from the wharf made no 
visible; impression on the flames. 
Two of the Harbour Board’s small 
vesselg:from the side, rendered some 
assistance to the firemen, but had to 
get-clear, when.the Bermuda showed 
signs of,,, listing. The vessel did 
take -a list.. after ‘several of the 
hawsers holding her. to. the. wharf 
had been, buraed through. 

Total Destruction. 

When the fire was at. its height it 
was suggested. that the Bermuda 
should be towed out to midstream, 
where it was thought the firemen 
would, havea better chance to deal 
with the outbreak, but the Idea was 
abandoned owing ta the possibility 
of the ship's breaking adrift.’ So 
the fire, burned . itgelf. out, and in 
several, hours the work on which a 
thousand men had been engaged for 
almost five months was totally 
destroyed... 

-Messra. Workman, Clark, and.Co., 
the builders ‘of the vessel, who were 
carrying‘.out the repair contract, 
had arranged to hand the Bermuda 
over before Christmas, 2 
. In the opinion: of a shipbuilding 
official the- remains of the ship are 
only “fit for the scrap heap.” "It 
was a tragedy,” he added, “as a 
finer vessel never left the port of 
Belfast, or came into it for that 
matter.”

’ A wireless ser catendent toa Malayan newspaper emphasises 


the necessity of looking after the 


valves in a wireless set. He also 


says, you should never run your set with the Grid-Bins pluga out. 


I have just heard of the case 
of a keen wireless enthusiast: 
who went away for a few days’ 
holiday leaving his set, quite a 
good four-valver, in the hands of 
the family to be used as they 
wished. When he came back, he 
found he was getting the most 
awful distortion and that no- 
thing he could do would clear it 
up. 

So in desperation he asked 
me to go round and have a look. 
{ spent some time over the set, 
and eventually came to the con- 
clusion that the valves had lost’ 
their emission; so we . tested 


them with a milliarmeter, and 
found that that was really what 
had taken place, 

As far ag we could see, there 
was no reason why they should 
shave gone in his absence, but in- 
quiries among the family elucid- 
ated the fact that the day after 
he went away the set was going 
quite well at the beginning of 
the evening, but not long after-|¢ 
wards results began to ‘get dis- 
torted. 

Then it was that one of the 
members of the family noticed a 
little red plug from one of the 


—| batteries hanging out, apparent- 


ly doing nothing; and so they 
tucked that into the battery 
where they thought it ought to 
be, and the distortion, instead of 
being better, was worse. 

“A Lot of Black Plugs.” 

They thereupon put the little 
red plug “right up at one end of 
the battery,” away from a “lot 
of black plugs” which they saw, 
and the distortion, though a little 
bit better, was still very bad; 
and so they gave it up as a bad 
ob. 

. We then saw at once what had 
happened. Evidently the posi- 
tive grid-bias plug had been 
working without grid-bias and 
[ with the grids of al! the 1.f. valves 
“in the air.” 

Then they placed the grid-bias 
plug in the battery, but in the 
wrong position, so that all the 
valves were running with too 
little grid-bias, or with a posi- 
tive bias —-we never knew which. 
Finally they found thé right 
place, and put it in right at the 
end of the battery. But it was 
too late; the valves had lost their 
emission and were no longer of 
any use,- When new valves were 
purchased, of course, the set 
went in good order. 

. Different Tappings. 

Now this, I thought, was suf- 
ficiently important to mention| wir 
here, for although I am sure a 
great number of you — I might 
say, perhaps, the majority of

A Very ‘Short Life,

have a very short life, and-was 
running it from the point ‘ot 
view of. testing the absolute 
maximum apparently safe out- 
put which that valve would give. 

It was working excellently on 
about 350 volts h.t., instead of 
the recommended 200, and, al- 
though it got very, very hot, the 
results left nothing to-be desired, 
But, naturally, the valve had a 
very, very short life.
